_. HutcuHinson—Zion. Early in the year they sold their old 
church site for $25,000. They moved their parsonage to the rear of 
their new site and practically rebuilt it, using $10,000 of their $25,000 
for the site and rebuilding. They now have a very comfortable home 
for their pastor. $8,000 from

It is a difficult field and Pastor Groseclose deserves not a 
little credit for standing to this work so faithfully. 2 i 


_| GREENLEAF—TRINITY AND St, PAuL’s. This mission assumec 
$100 more of the support of the pastor this year. They were growing 
under the splendid leadership of Rev. R. J. Wolf. Just now 

is without a pastor. 


_ Kansas Crry, Kansas—Trinity. Trinity has had the best year - 
in its history by far. Rarely have we found such optimism and unity 
as now prevail in this church under the strong leadership of Dr. 
C. Schaub. They have this year reduced their request for aid in 
sum of $300. Recently they celebrated their Twentieth Anniversary, 
making it a Rally Day. They had a house full at all the services, th 
offering of the Sunday School amounting to $81 which can be taken 
as an index of the P coy nim of the parish. Fortunately or unfor- 
tunately, for them, future to tell which, their church site has been — 
taken by the city as a site for their Soldiers’ Memorial. The city 
appraised their property in the condemning proceedings at $16,500 
however, Trinity feeling that they could not replace their church for 
that sum, carried the case to the:courts, asking $25,000 and it seem 
that they have a good chance fors@etting what they ask. They may

WHITEWATER—ZION. This mission has bravely reduced its 
quest for help this year from $225 to $75. The town is very m 
over-ch , and the opportunity for growth is very limited. 

_ Sepatia—TRrRinity. Our church here seems to have had an 
usual number of trials and hardships. The greet shopmen railroad 
strike had its effect on them as this is a railroad town. Many re 
movals have added to their hardships. Pastor Koser has had many 
peculiar problems on his hands. The great need is a new building sd 
as to keep pace with the other city churches there. i 

Mt. WASHINGTON—FamMouNT. Fairmount is located in an 
unchurched community which seems to care very little for what the 
church can furnish. While the locality badly needs the church the 
people are decidedly indifferent. We have been in hopes that time 
would change this indifference. They have been supplied during the 
past year by Rev. H. E. Zimmerman. Their status is about what it 
Was one year ago. : 

_ MINNEAPOLIs—Sr. Paut’s. As only eight or ten aged couples 
remain in this church, and these are not able to contribute more than 
$200 a year toward the support of a minister, the committee decided 
to discontinue work there if the congregation so desired. But — 
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church be to remain as they were, asking that the Communion 
be given them once in three months. An effort was made to unite 
Minneapolis and Beloit as a pastorate but the latter refused to con- 
‘sider the proposition. 


_. Tutsa, OKLAHOMA—First. Good and steady progress is being 
made in the mission under the able leadership of Dr. S. S. Kauffman. 
_ Early in the r Dr. Kauffman, finding himself not comfortably 
housed, offe his resignation, having under consideration a call to 
another field. The congregation refused to accept the resignation 
and decided to proceed at once in the purchase of a parsonage. The 
pastor then agreed to remain. A weal house was bought for $5,500, 
and on it spent $300 additional in repairs, and now they have a 
property y worth $7,000. . We feel assured that this mission will 
assume self-support in the course of a couple of years. : 


| Wicuita—St. Raut’s. This church became vacant three months 
after the adjournment of the last Synod. The division worshipping 
in Philharmony Hall then returned to the church and are now earnest- 
y laboring for its welfare. The men purchased a fine concert piano 
for the auditorium, moving the old one to the basement and the ladies 
installed the new Common Service Book in the pews. They gave Dr. 
E, E. Stauffer a call to become their pastor which he accepted, tak- 
ing charge August 1. Since then the attendance hag been growing 
with leaps and bounds and 26 new members have been: received. The 
outlook for St. Paul’s is very encouraging indeed. The Church has 
again been taken on the funds of our Board, but it hapes soon to be 
self-sustaining, having promised to cut their requisition one-half next 


year 

| Kansas City, Mo.—St. JoHn’s. In December our Missionary 
Superintendent again tackled Kansas City to locate a mission there, 
and this time he entered the most exclusive and elegant residential 
part of the city, namely the famed Country Club District. This is 
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said to be the finest residential district of any of our American cities. 


Every resident is practically a house owner. Every: lot sale is re- 
stricted as to the character of the building to be placed thereon. Our 
Superintendent made a careful house-to-houce canvass of this district 
and other portions of the city adjoining, covering about three hundred 
city squares, a most laborious task, with the result of locating many 
Lutheran people, with quite a number expressing themselves as ready 


to co-operate in founding a church. The canvass.also located the un- 


churched ple. On January 15 he began holding Services in the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. J. C. Halderman, 6007 McGee street. On 
March 12 a temporary organization was effected to get a legal status, 
and on Easter Day the organization was completed with 33 charter 
members, when a constitution was adopted. During this effort our 
Superintendent went home ill with the influenza from which he has 
- not as yet fully recovered. 


| Early in June the mission extended a call to Rey. C. Franklin 
Koch, of North Platte, Nebr., which he accepted after visiting the 
field, taking charge July 15. After a short pastorate of two months 
Rev. Koch became convinced that he was not the man for this work, 
and he resigned, accepting a call back to North Platte. Although 
en disappointed at this adverse turn, the mission has rallied and 
now looking for a man who will measure up to the requirements of 
the field. 
_ _ The Board of H. M. & Ch. Ex. gave the mission a loan of $5,000, 
A fine lot was purchased at the corner of Sixty-second Terrace and 
Main streets, with a frontage of 200 feet, at a cost of $11,000 and on

VACANCIES. More than the usual number of vacancies occur 
despite strenuous efforts to locate pastors in them. Two we i 
refuse to consider any candidate at present, and on the vay hand a 
number of rs refuse to consider our vacancies — s 
salaries. vacancies are: Greenleaf, New Cambria, Beliot, Perth, 
and St. John’s of Kansas City. Movements are on foot now to locate 
men in some of these fields. 

Dr. H. A. Ott offered his resignation : as Missionary Superin- 
tendent to this Board to take effect at the close of this Synodical

| MISSION COMMITTEE | 
To THE SYNoDICAL HoME MISSION BoarD, 
OF THE KANSAS LUTHERAN SYNOD. 
Brethern:—

| By means of personal subscriptions and wise management the 
camp was conduc without the need of asking Synod to appropriate’ 
as much as a postage stamp. The overhead expenses of the camp 
amounted to more than $50. 

‘The future lies before us in this work. The boys and leaders 
attending the initial camp ‘wish fer another this next summer. The 
Y. site at Elmdale is admirably situated and equipped for our Luth- 
eran Boys’ Camp, but authorities in charge question the possibility 
of permitting us the use of it for another year. The reason for this 
uncertainty is due to an extended program of their own for the 
future. This action necessitates the erection of our own camp. We 
can do it and without cost to the churches by charging each camper 
the same fee of $1.00 a day, and putting all moneys in excess of the 
cost of feeding the boys into equipment, etc. A camp of 100 boys 
would give the committee $400.00 or more in one year to purchase 
sufficient equipment with which to set up a very fine camp.

In accordance with the action of Synod last year, a visit of the 
Leagues and Young People’s Societies in the Synod was arranged for 
by your committee in co-operation with the Executive Committee of 
the Kansas Luther League. The Rev. L. M. Kuhn’s, D. D., of Omaha, 
was selected for the work. The time of visitation was from April 17 


to May 14. 


_ The following items of interest are culled from Dr. Kuhn’s re- 
port of his itinerary: : 
|“During this campaign I held 13 Institutes, 10 conferences and 

| 24 sermons and addresses, and visited 21 different places. 
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I traveled 156 miles in auto and 1948 miles by rail, making a total of 
2104 miles. I reached in these , maatnee more than ap roximately 
2125 people. I include in this 200 pupils of the Jr. High School in 
Hutchinson and 300 students in the s State Normal at Emporia. 
In the Institutes and Conferences 379 persons were reached.” 

The traveling expenses were $62.82. The collections amounted 
to $61.32. The expense of $150 paid to Dr. Kuhn for his services 
was divided equally between the Kansas Lutheran League and the 


Synod. As a result of his visitation and observation of conditions

$22,000.00. The debt, created in large measure, by a necessary in- 
crease in teachers’ salaries and decreased appropriation from rr 
Board of Education, is the accumulation of years; $20,000 of thi 
obligation is carried by the banks. The balance is due teachers for 

st services and is owing for coal, printing and other supplies abso- 
utely necessary to College administration. It is this latter obligation 
which must be met at once. The campaign of the past summer, con- 
ducted for its reduction, netted $6,089.45. In addition to this indebt- 
edness the College cwes $11,000.00 on its property and $29,800.00 on 
the Western Theological Seminary Building. | oe 

_ This home for our Theological Students, authorized by the Exe- 
cutive Committee last November, cost $35,000. It is a large seventeen- 
room house, exceptionally well adapted for a Theological Seminary. 
A second building on the four-acre campus has been converted into a 
Library building. At the time of the purchase, the house was ele- 
gantly furnished with costly furniture, rugs, tapestries, dishes and 
other household articles. Many of these furnishings became the 
property of the Seminary. Many of them have been sold and between 
four and five thousand dollars netted for the Seminary. Others are 
offered for sale at present. The Seminary was dedicated with appro- 
priate services on the opening day of this convention. The executive 
committee and the President of the college are united in a determined 
and systematic campaign to keep the expense within the income of 
the school. Some salaries have been lowered, courses have been com- . 
bined and a general policy of retrenchment adopted. E

tire expenditures for the year being almost $132,000. It is expected
